An English Document Tending to Nullify 


England's Venezuelan Claims. 


[Special Dispatch to the Transcript.] 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 31.—The 


state department has made a discovery of 
considerable importance in the Venezue- 
lan boundary dispute which throws new 
light on British contention of ownership 
west of the Schomberk line and Lord 
Salisbury's refusal to agree to arbitration 
east of that line. It is held that this offi- 
cial document demonstrates that England 
had no idea of claiming a large part of 
Venezuela until 
Schombergk's sacri- 


fice explorations 
had disclosed 
the

region 
and 


that she then determined to make exor- 
bitant claims trusting that part of them 
at least, would stick. It is also the opin- 
ion that the document nullifies a large 
part of Salisbury's reply to Olney by 
showing that the English premier has not 
been entirely ingenuous in his relations of 
matters of fact. The newly discovered 
document consists of a letter from Vis- 
count Leveson, afterwards Earl Granville, 
British under secretary of state for for- 
eign affairs, to Sir James Stephen, perma- 
nent under secretary for the colonies, 
written under instructions from Lord 
Palmerston, secretary of foreign affairs, 
for the guidance of Lord John Russell, 
secretary for war and colonies. 


FIVE DAYS' EXPOSURE.

A statistician has observed, says thd 


London Telegraph, that "musicians as a 
rulo have excellent heads of hair,"aE'i 
never has ono of theso useful investigate' .» 
enunciated a dictum which will command 
such universal assBnt. We believe that 
wcro it put to the largest possible public 
meeting in the form of a resolution iti 
would be carried without a dissentient 
voico. A "forest of hands, " in the report- 
ers' phrase, would be held up in its favor. 
How deeply, indeed, this truth has impress- 
ed itself on the mind of the average Lon- 
doiior may be seen by any ono who stud- 
ies the countenances of those who are 
themselves inspecting portraits uf certain 
esjiirj^it, musicians in tho shop windows. 


In some few cases perhaps their interes 


is founded on purely artistic sympathy 
but what hoK • tha greatest number o 
them gpellhni.li ' is undoubtedly the speo 
taclo of tha ; uf iflcently stormy aureol 
— wilder th,,;: Ms most furious fantasia 
richer and m >re copious than his most pro 
fuse "varinti 'ns" — that encircles the fa 
iiious artist's de«d. The admiration of the 
spectator, like all great admirations, i 
usually speechless. Were it to find voice 
at all, it would probably express itsol: 
with something of the brevity of tha 
famous ejaculation which did far bettei 
justice than whole pages of guidebook elo 
qiif nco to its stupendous subject, and even 
as tho American visitor to the Horseshoi 
falls found DO other vent for his feeling 
than a shout of "Well done, water!" so 
the wonder stricken gazer at th*s capillary 
Niagara might perhaps relieve his emotion 
with the broken cry of "Bravo, hairl" 


But, whether ho be silent or articulate 


the ordinary spectator of this marvel re 
coi\es from it an indelible impression 
When at last he reluctantly tears himsell 
from the shop window and pursues his 
way, he does so with a widened intellectu- 
al horizon and an uplifted soul. He has a 
new and nobler conception of tho possi 
bilities of human development, and tools 
himself appreciably nearer to realizing 
how many "sorts" it "lakes to make tha 
world." In pome cases, indeed, a sight 
like this may be tho means of awakening 
a man's aesthetic; sensibilities and openin| 
his perceptions to the appeal of art, jusl 
us other miracles have prepared the hu- 
man mind for tho acceptance of truths 
with which they have no visible connec- 
tion.

LAKE PLEASANT. 


Prospects Good for a Successful 


Next Year. 


Season

Now that the former two factions at 


Lake Pleasant have been merged into one 
harmonious whole, Dr. E. A. Smith of 
Brandon, Vt., a shrewd and capable busi- 
ness man, has been selected to have full 
charge of the property and grounds at the 
^ake, to make contracts with the railroads, 
and to look after other things. Dr. Smith 
has appointed Norris S. Henry, a resident 
at Lake Pleasant for many years, to have 
charge of the grounds in the absence of 
Dr. Smith. It is the intention of the di- 
rectors of the camp meeting to have the 
season open July 4, and during July there 
will be speaking each Sunday by as elo- 
quent clergymen as can be secured in the 
country. In August will come the regular 
meetings of the association, and during 
September there will be special attrac- 
tions. If there is no discord at Lake Pleas- 
ant next summer there is no reason why 
money should not be made. It looks as 
though the association had taken a new 
lease of life. 


Lake Pleasant was formerly quite an at- 


traction for people of this town and vi- 
cinity, but of late years they have not 
Riven it so much attention. It is proba- 
ble, however, that with proper manage- 
ment the popularity of the resort will be 
in large measure restored and people will 
again be attracted to the lake in large 
numbers. In years past some of the best 
speakers in the country, including Kobert 
G. Ingersoll, the late Henry Ward Beecher 
and others of equal note, have been heard 
there by very large concourses of people

HINTS FOR THE SICKROOM. 


Suggestions Tiiat Amateur Nurses Coald 


Follow to the Invalld'a Comfort. 


The light in a sickroom should bo tem- 


pered to suit the weakened condition o£ 
the patient's eyes. Dark green roller 
shades, which can be raised and lowered 
easily, are the best window curtains. A 
tall screen should bo placed nt the foot of 
the bed so as to shut out the light and 
also the breeze. 


If it is rossiblo to have tho floor of tha 


sickroom uncarpotcd, much trouble in 
disinfecting may bo spared. Tho floor 
should, however, be provided with a few 
thick rugs or mats, in order that the feet 
of the nurse may not be made very cold. 
If the disease is of ni4Jnfeotiou8 nature, 
the mats may be madelft old pieces of car- 
pet double. The subsequent destruction of 
these will not cause tho thrifty housewife 
so much grief as that of more expensive 
rugs. 


No nurse who has the slightest regard 


for the patient's comfort or well being will 
permit an unsightly array of medicine bot- 
tles, glasses and spoons to be on constant 
exhibition before him. It is aa excellent 
plan to have a small medicine closet fas- 
tened to tho wall and to have its contents 
exhibited only when necessary. 


One of tho most important arts taught 


the trained nurse is that of bedmaking. 
TJnlc=fi tho under sheet is drawn tight and 
smooth the patient suffers. Bodding should 
be changed daily. If tho invalid Is able to 
bo moved, bodmakiug is easy, but when 
ho is confined to tho bed it is more diffi- 
cult. Then tho sheet should be drawn from 
tinder him and tho fresh one, folded, Ijo 
firmly tucked in ono side. Tho patieuti 
fchonld then be moved tothatsideof tho 
bed cincl tho sheet tlrawn over. 


Tho nurse's gown should bo of gingham 


oroi' white linen, and it should bo changed 
dailj'. It should not come in contact with 
tho floor. It should not rustle and creak. 
Her hhocs should bo noiseless and comfort- 
able.—Philadelphia Times. 


Plants Thrive en a Meat JDtet. 


It has been proved time and again that 


tho so called "cannibal plants," ot which 
tho Venus flytrap is ths type, aro much 
rnoro healthy wliMi allowed their regular 
i'lsect food than they ;\ro when roared un- 
der netting or in any other manner which 
excludes, them from their regular mead 
diet. The above is an oddity of itself, es- 
pecially whcu we coiiFidor tlia fact that 
there ia n certain school of botanists which 
teaches cannibal plants make no uso what- 
ever of tlie insect prey capturcu by them, 
but it is nothing compared with tho bold 
'assertion nmdo by Francis Darwin. That 


noted scientific; gentleman bravely meets 
1ho "\cgptarinn botanists" with tho asser- 
tion thnt nil kinds and classes of plants, 
whether known as "meat eaters" or not, 
bear more and heavier fruits and seeds 
when fed on meat than those that aro not 
allowed a flesh diet. He grew two lots, 
comprising various varieties of tho differ- 
ent common plants. One lot was regu- 
larly fed (through their roots, o£ course), 
with pure juices compressed from meat, 
the other with water and the various fer- 
tili/ers. The final figures on this odd ex- 
periment proved that tho plants which 
were fed pure moat juice boro IBS fruits of 
tho different kinds, while tho unfed plants 
of the same uunibcr and original condition 
bore but 74; also that tho pampered plants 
bore 240 seeds to every 100 borne by the 
plants that wero cot given a chance to 
gratify cannibalistic tastes. This is cer- 
tainly u discover}' worthy of much careful 
study and extensive experiment.—St. 
Louis Republic.

Word has just been received that Gen- 


eral Valtl«z overtook the insurgent bands 
of Gome/, and Mauco ac the Maria planta- 
tion, wh< re they WE re found stationed iu 
an advantageous position. The engage- 
ment which followed was evidently a hot 
^one, tho insurgent cavalry making vigor- 
ous attacks upon the flanks of the Spanish 
forces. The artillery fire of tho Spaniards 
proved effective, and the official report 
which is now received says that the in- 
iiurgents took fli^nt. in two directions, 
having been divined by tho assault npou 
them. They left seven killed and many 
arms, and eamei. away many wounded. 


It is reported that the Spanish forces 


went in pursuit of the flying insurgents 
and overtook them at the Caney planta- 
tion. Here the enemy made a vigorous 
resistance for an hour, but were finally 
compelled to retreat, leaving eight killed 
and carrying away their wounded. The 
troops, it is said, lost 17 wounded.

Pcrlcctiy Witling la Place Funds In Hands ol 


Red Cross Society. 


BOSTON, Doc- 31.—In response to the In- 


vitation issued by several prominent citi- 
zens (or a meeting nt which to organize In 
support of tlio American National Bed 
Cross In its proposed work in behalf of tho 
Buffering Armenians In Asia Minor, a 
number of the bnsiness men of this city 
assembled yesterday at noon in the alder- 
manic chamber at city hull. 


Mayor-elect Josiah Quiiicy acted as pre- 


siding officer. 
In opening the meeting 


he said, in part: ''Wo have seen the 
great powers stand idly by and make no 
efforts thus far to put to an end the ex- 
traordinary conditions prevailing In Ar- 
menia. While j>eople of the United States 
have no direct interest as European coun- 
tries have IA the affairs of the Turkish 
empire, they have, nevertheless, been 
aroused to a sense of the necessity of somo 
action toward alleviating the sufferings in 
Armenia." 


Hiss Clara Barton, who is at the head o' 


the lied Cross organization, was then in- 
trodnced.- She said that three weeks ago 
f.he had never thought that she or the Bed 
Cross society would be called upon to aid 
the Armenians. It was not until a com- 
mittee from Boston solicited her aid that 
she had given it consideration. It was 
necessary that tho Bed Cross society 
should receive unanimous support, and 
that ample financial support should bo 
furnished, she said. It was necessary that 
the society should be backed by the credit 
of tho government and American peoplo. 


When the money uskcd for had been 


subscribed, tho society had no alternative 
Ijtit to acoepb the mission. The society 
lias been carried for 12 years, and had 
never appealed for money. It had always 
gone to a field of action with supplies 
sufficient to do some good when they got 
there. 


Miss Burton, In answer to a query, 


said If there was anybody In this country 
whom the Turkish government would be 
likely to allow to enter Armenia, it was 
the representatives of the Red Cross so- 
olety. 


Hon. Jonathan A. Lane moved the 


adoption of a set of resolutions that had 
been drawn up. They were read by Secre- 
tary Guild, and passed, as follows: 


The Reaolutlona. 


Whereas, the appeal from the suffering Ar- 
mcuiaus iu Asia Minor has stirred the hearts of 
our countrymen and led to organized efforts 
for relief; and 


Whereas,, the American National Red Cross 


has announced its readiness to take the field 
as soon as adequate support is assured; and 
Whereas, Miss Barton, tlie president of the 


Bed Cross (whom we gladly welcome as our 
guest today) is hopeful that the way will be 
open in Turkey for h?r and her staff to dis- 
tribute our gifts in the afflicted districts of 
the interior: therefore, 


Besolved, That the chairman of this meeting 


be authorized to appoint a committee of &> 
gentlemen, with power to add to their 
num- 
ber, to inaugurate a plan for obtaining sub- 
scriptions throughout the city. 
'Resolved, That in view of what has been 
done by the Boston committee of five in re- 
coiving and forwarding over $20,000 through 
trustworthy channels, we would ask their as- 
sistance in this larger movement of our citi- 
gens; 
Besolved, That in order to secure full co- 


operation in this work, the governors, mayors, 
boards of trade and citizens generally through- 
out New England, be and hereby are requested 
to unite with u% by effecting similar organiza- 
tions without delay, 
' 


Resolved, That we recommend Messrs. 


Brown Bros. <fc Co., 50 State street, as the 
treasurers of our funds.

Cross society, declared that, if tho Rod 
Cross went to Turkey on this mission to 
Armenians, it mu«t go unhampered by 
any conditions attached to tho fund*. 
The socic.y nuist havo absolute control of 
them. Heriiliculcd the terms "venerable" 
and "decrepit," which had been applied 
to Miss Barton, and declared that no man 
present could surpass her in endurance in 
carrying on the work of relief. 


In reply to questions, he said that $100,- 


OuO should be in the hands of the society 
In t'urc it applied to Turkey for admission. 
Ho thought that a conservative estimate 
of the number of Armenians who are des- 
titute was from 300,000 to 350,000. 


Chairman Porter of the original relief 


committee told about the formation of the 
Anglo-American committee of relief in 
Constantinople. He stated that England 
hail already sent about $100,000, which 
-rasraore than America had sent. An- 
other question brought from Miss Barton 
the siati'iiicnt that she had no knowledge 
of the Red Cross being sent from any 
other country. The International society 
approved of the mission of tbe American 
branch. 


Addresses were made by Mr. Gulesian, 


Mr. Lane, Bobert T. Paine and Mrs. Julia 
W. Howe in support of the movement to 
raise funds for the support of Bed Grogs 
work in Turkey. Mrs. Howe's address in 
special was a most impassioned plea for 
civilization, for Christendom to repress 
the Turk and put an end to the massacre 
of Armenians. 


In closing, Mayor-elect Quincy thanked 


Miss Barton on behalf of the audience for 
her presence and aid and also those who 
were with her.

POPULISTSJBD OFF. 


Allowed Republicans to Take Control 


of Senate Committees. 


Vigorous Speech by Lodge on 


Monroe Doctrine. 


«lo More Tariff Leolslatbn In the House Dur- 


ing This Session. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 31.— The committees 


of the senate yesterday passed into tlie 
control of the Republicans. The chaiige 
in the political complexion of the com- 
mittees was effected by the adoption of a 
resolution organizing the committees as 
agreed to by the.Republican and Demo- 
cratic steering committees. 


The Populists, with the exception of 


Mr. Kyle (S. D.), declined to vote, and the 
Republicans, having a plurality of the 
senate, were thus enabled to adopt the 
resolution by a vote of 30 to 28. Mr. Kyle 
voted with the Democrats against the re- 
organization. 


A two-hour debate followed the adop- 


tion of the resolution, the purpose of 
which was mainly political. The Demo- 
crats, under the leadership of Senator 
Gorman, seconded by Senator Harris, at- 
tempted to show that the reorganization 
was effected by an alliance between the 
Republicans and Populists, contending 
that the silence of the latter, by making 
possible the reorganization, indicated ac- 
quiesence. 
They also insisted thivt the 


Republican assumption of control saddled 
them with responsibility for legislation. 
The Populists, led by Senator Allen 
(Neb.) and Sen..fn Butler (N. C.), denied 
that they were it ;.ny way responsible 
for the result. 


The Republic-mi, under the leadership 


of Senator Mitchell, chairman of the Re- 
publican steering committee, and assisted 
by Senators Hour, Hale, Allison and 
Chandler, combatted the argument of the 
Democrats by asserting most emphatically 
that the Populists had even refused to 
make any suggestions niSo their commit- 
tee assignments, and him, as a matter of 
fnct, been left by the reorganization in the 
positions to which they had been assigned 
tinder the Democratic control of the sen- 
ate. The Republicans strongly protested 
also against being held responsible for 
legislation. 


Lodge's Logic. 


Before 
the 
reorganization, Senator 


Lodge, who has made a brilliant reputa- 
tion as an historical biographer, delivered 
an address on the Monroe doctrine. He 
treated it from an historical standpoint, 
and gave an exhaustive sketch of the 
origin and progress of the dispute over the 
Venezuela boundary. 


Although temperate in language, he 


took the ground that unless we insist that 
Venezuela's dispute with Great Britain 
should be submitted to friendly arbitra- 
tion, we would surrender the essence, 
spirit and vital principle of the Monroe 
doctrine, which he contended was as es- 
sential to the safety and welfare of the 
Americans as the balance of power was to 
the safety and welfare of European na- 
tions. 


Mr. Lodge gave a very Interesting sketch 


of the history of the. Monroe doctrine, and 
told how it was vitally involved in the 
Venezuela boundary controversy. He fol- 
lowed then with a brief relation of the 
pending dispute between Great Britain 
and Venezuela, which, he said, had now 
reached a crisis affecting most gravely the 
honor, the interests, the rights and the 
well-settled policy of the United States. 


If England, with no authority but a dis- 


puted oln'm, seized 'territory and declined 
arbitrate u apou it, her action, he de- 
clared, did not differ from seizing and 
holding now torritorv in the Americas bv 


right of conquest. If she could seize ter- 
ritory uuiser a claim which had grown 
larger with each succeeding year, there 
was nothing to prevent her taking indefi- 
nite regions in South America. The sena- 
tor relerred to the claim made on Vene- 
zuela by Great Britain for reparation 
on tv.-count of the arrest by the authori- 
ties of th former country of British sub- 
jects uo' 
disputed territory. But the 


g'lestio • •:>. reparation, he declared, must 
r.ot be jni.*ud up with the acquisition of 
territory. 


If Venezuela paid the indemnity Jxed 


and demanded by Great Britain, si ,e ac- 
knowledged in so doing that the disputed 
country is British territory and made the 
wjiole case void. We had, he continued, 
neglected too long our foreign policy and 
the great interests of the United States 
which lay beyond her borders. He wanted 
the matter of the boundary dispute settled 
by arbitration, because if settled otherwise 
it was a blow to a vital principle to the 
welfare and dignity of the United States. 
He did not believe the people of England 
had the least desire to engage in hostilities 
with the United States any more than we 
sought or desired hostilities with them. 
"We have," said Senator Lodge, "seen 
British forces at Corinto. We know the 
attitude they assumed in Venezuela. They 
are attemptingto take land on the Alaskan 
boundary. They have just denounced the 
modus vivendi and reopened in that way 
the perilous dispute of the seal fisheries. 
It is not by accident that those events 
have all occurred or all come to an acute 
stage within the past year." 


The senator closed by expressing the 


belief that the questions between Eng- 
land and the United States would be 
peaceably settled, but it was very clear 
that such settlement could only be reached 
by action on the part of congress and the 
president, which should be as firm as it 
was temperate, and which should main- 
tain the Monroe doctrine absolutely and 
at all hazards wherever it justly applied. 


A Silver Scheme. 


Senator Jones (Ark.) presented an 


amendment which he proposes to offer to 
the house bond bill. It provides that :\ty 
holder of silver bullion, who is a citizen of 
the United States, may tender the same to 
the secretary of the treasury and have it 
coined into silver dollars, the seigniorage 
to be the difference between the coinage 
value and the market price of the bullion 
in New York, fur the cancellation of all 
bank notes of less than J10; directing the 
secretary of the treasury to coin the" silver 
bullion in the treasury into silver dollars, 
to bo used in redeeming the treasury notes 
issued lor 
<; purpose of purchasing sil- 


ver bullion 
i ijor the Sherman act, and 


for redemption of the greenbacks in either 
gold or silvi and for their reissue accord- 
ing to the provisions of the act of 1878. 


Through With the Tariff. 


There will be no more tariff legislation 


by the lo\vt-r house jf congress in this ses- 
sion. 
If the business interests of the 


country have been fearful that existing 
conditions would be disturbed by any new 
<-evision of the tariff rates, or any uncer- 
tainty caused by efforts to re-enact the 
McKlnley Ja>v or change the Wilson act 
in the direction of higher duties, their ap- 
prehension may bo set at rest by the state- 
ment made yesterday by Chairman Ding- 
ley of the ways and means committee. 


Mr. Diugley said very positively that he 


was sure the Republicans would not at- 
titinpt any important tariff changes, now 
that the revenue bill had passed the house, 
aud that his opinion on this point was 
given irrespective of whether or not the 
rovenue tariff bill passed last week was suc- 
cessful in tiie senate or received the presi- 
dent's signature. 


There are Republican members of the 


ways and means committee who think 
that the house should put itself on record 
on the tariff by a comprehensive bill, even 
if it be foreseen tlmt such a bill could 
never become law, but this sentiment has 
visibly weakened on tho Republican side 
of the house since the beginning of tho 
session It is in-obable that these members 


via deter tlie views of Chairman Ding- [ 
l'~y, particularly as Speaker Reed, whose j 
nearest adviser Mr. Diugley is, holds tho ( 
Rime opinion in opposition to attempts at 
tariff bills in Ihis session. 


Mr. Diugk'y considers it a foregone con- 


clusion that President Cleveland would 
«rto any comprehensive bill for a higher 
tariff, so the house loaders think it would 
be a waste of tune ami effort for the house 
to attempt to pas^ .-ueh a bill and launch 
it upon a career of interminable debate in 
tho senate, to lie followed by protracted 
settlements of differences between the two 
houses. Moreover, they take into con- 
sideration the disturbances to business 
which would be inevitably incident tu 
guch a season of tariff agitation. 


Mr. Dingley will call a meeting of the 


ways and means committee for Tuesday 
of nest week. There are many bills for 
tariff changes before the committee, most 
of them providing for advances in certain j 
schedules: 
\Vool and woole*S, lumber, i 


live stock, farm products, salt and mtiny 
other things, but it is unlikely that any 
of these will bo reported to the house. Mr. 
Dingley thinks that the Republicans gen- 
erally desire to make the session a short 
one, 
and that their efforts will be to tha* 
end.
